Paris, Dec. 24. — Tho scene in tlie 
chamber of deputies yesterday when M. 
IfiUe^aye- interpolated the mintstry re- 
lading advaiuca of money by tho 
Pataama Caual comijany, wa« of the 
most Ktoriny cliuractcr. M. Millcvdvo 
■aid that he (hsircd to (jTieStlon the 
gWemment as to the facts in its i)oe8e8- 
rion relating to the xue of contribn- 
tionha by A formor pi^ihieif from 'ilra 
Panama Canal company, whoee oar- 
rapt and ci-iminal opetBtions were now 
beblg InveRtigated. 

II. Ribot, in behalf of the govern- 
ment, Mid he accepted 
cnimon of th% ktlbject. 

President Flonuet thereupon vacated 
the chair, M." Paytral taking his pbioe 
and aecending the tribnne. There was 
a hnsh in 3ie chamber as the former 
minister began his address of ezculpa 
tkn, and every face was turned toward 
th« ipeaker with tlie moat eager Ihter- 
ent. ■ 

M. Floanet repeated what he had al- 
ready saia before the committee of in- 
vestigation. He reiterated wth empha- 
sis that, while a member of the ministry 
he has never received money from the 
Panama Canal company for any pur- 
pose whatever, and he denied any im- 
proper purpose in the insertion ot paid 
political advertisements in the presH. 

Count Jnles Delit rnefl, an ardent Roy- 
alist, indulged in violent attack on M. 
rio(inet. and denounced his conduct in 
the alh {?ed bribing of newspapers. 

M. Millevoye followed in a scathing 
speech. The first words of the Bou- 
langist deputy showed his purpose to 
precipitate a cri^ immediately. Ho 
spoke briefly but violently. The pre- 
sent cabinet, he said, was trusted 
neither by the people nor their ri pre- 
sentatives. Both its members and ad- 
herents were in the shadow of a fatal 
suspicion. Men chosen to servo the 
hign interests of France were falling 
dally under charges of misrepresenting 
those int«'rests. The time had come for 
an appeal to the preferences of the elec- 
tors. On behaU of tbosa who bad the 
honor of France at hflMrt h* demanded 
a dissolution. 

At this point an uproar on tin' Hoor 
interrupted M. Millevoye and he stotxl 
silent until tho cheers and shouts of 
protest subsided. Then he moved a 
vote of "no confidence." As he left 
tlic tribune there was little demonstra- 
tion iiud M. Ribot, the premier, rose to 
defend the government, amid profound 
silence. 

The purpose of M. Millevoye, he says, 
was apparent to all. He intended to 
unload scandal, after scandal, upon the 
government until he wrecked it. Cries 
of "No. no," from the BoulangistB 

Seeted this statement, and M. Millevoye 
outed: "The facts will suffice to 
wreck it when all is known." 

M. Millevoye continue<l: "M. Ribot 
Is attempting to bring to trial not indi- 
viduals but the republican institutions 
of France. His attack was directed, not 
against the cabitaet nor against those 
persons charged with corruption, but 
against national institution, which had 
been built up by the labor and self-sac- 
rifice of devoted patriots. The plotters 
against the republic should not delude 
themselves with the idea that a dissolu- 
tion wottld accomplish their ends, for 
the people knew their enemies and tho 
masKS ai their enemies. 

"Honesty in politics above all, I say," 
M. Ribot called out as he turned to face 
the Right. "But no toleration of men 
who conspire to ruin our republic. The

■•HI iMlo»'«ol>nnisii the ^ilty. Can 
joa nol wait fortiw verdict ? Others 
w»» l»d«otf<redlMrtsrdy protestations of

SatUfaetory iu Mont Lines In All the 
Northarn Cities, and Sontliern Cities 
Have No Beaaon to Complain — Bis De- 
mand for Woolea and' Cotton Goods, 
f'allurrs of the tlVeh. 

New York. Dec. 2.1.— R, Q. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 
Reports of the condition of trade are 
decidedly n^ore satisfactory in most 
lines, especially in wOoiens, though 
trade in iron and steel is noticeably 
weaker. Tho holiday trade thronghou*^ 
the north seems unu.snally large, esjip- 
cially at Chicago. 8t. Louis. Cleveland, 
and it is lively at some southern paints 
such as Knozvlllti,' but only fair at 
Memphis and Little Rock. 

In other products distribution appears 
generally larger than losual fbr' the sea- 
son, narticnlarly in dry goods,' shoes aud 
f urnfture of the better grade 

The striking feature oi the week is 
the great demand for woolen and '^cotton 
goods. All cotton machinery is em 
ployed to full capacity, but is behind 
the demand, and prices' are eitceedingly 
firm with tendency to advance. In boots 
and shoes there also appears a very un- 
usual demand for' the season, many 
spring orders being placed with urgent 
demand for early delivery. 

The iron trade has become decidedly 
weaker, and holders of pig make con- 
cessions of about twenty-nve cents, the 

fressure to sell being mainly northern, 
'or nearly all finished products 
demand is slack, and lower prices ai o 
made w^hcrever much business is 
done. 

Boston reports that cottons folly 
maintain the advance in price, and 
trade in woolens is very promising, and 
in shoes b«.i;ter, with - large orders. 
Leatherf is in improved demand and 
lumber steady, while trade in furniture 
is good and in groceries large. 

At Philadelphia iron is weak, bi;t 
hardware active and the coal trade fair: 
chemicals are steady and the tobacco 
trade good, with some speculation iu 
liquor on account of expected increase 
in the tax. Trade in dry goods has been 
gratifving in all respects for the season, 
save tnat colder weather has been want- 
ing for heavier goods.

At Cincinnati proeluce sales exceed 
hist year'is, and the market for tropical 
fruits is strong. 

Business is good at Cleveland and at

per cent, in wheat, 80 in hides and 
sheep, 80 in barley an4 60 in butter, 
oon^ared wi^ last Tear, but loMta of 
lOm dtetaed beef, Sphi fiourandiiheese, 
80 in com, 40 in hogs, 60 in wool and 70 
In rye and pork. Gfeneral trade is very 
good thougn heavv woolens are slow be- 
cause of the weather. 

Retail tiade is good with cold-r 
weather at Milwaukee; the jobbing 
trade is good at St. Paul and lunneai>- 
olis, and the output of flour is large. 

Trade is strong at St. Louis: at Kan- 
sas City better than tho average for the 
season and very active at Omalia and 
Denver. • 

At Now Orleans there is fair activity 
for the season, though sugar is In large 
demand and rice improving in price. 
Speculative markets were much dis- 
turbed by large gold exports and the 
rise in exchange, and the stringencey 
in money on call, which rose from 4 per 
cent, two weeks ago and 6 one week 
to 40 per cent, at one time on Monday 
and is still strong at 6 per cent. Ex- 
ports of products fall behind last year's, 
out the outgo of gold is evidentiy due in 
the main to foreign sales of securities 
and whether they will continue, no one 
can say with certainty.

John Waters is the contractor for the 
power house buildings. The Youngs 
town (O.) Bridge company has the con- 
tract for the roof, and the brick work 
is being done by a Baltimore firm. 

The four heaver iron truss girders, 150 
feet long and weighing three and « half 
tons, were placed in position several 
days ago ana hod been securely bra(;ed 
on the south side of the building. The 
men were put to work yesterday put- 
ting in the braces on the north siae. 

There were altogether eighteen men 
at worii in the buuding when the eraah 
came. One brace had been iflaeed in 
position, and the men were preparing to 
rivet it when the truss girders began to 
sway, and before the men could leave 
the entire structure fell to the floor, car- 
rying with it all the men except three, 
who clung to the division wall. 

All of the men who went down vnth 
the structure fell into the pits and were 
buried in a mass ot iron, wood and de- 
bris. 

The man who were at work on the 
floor were warned in time to save them- 
selves from serious injnzy by jumping 
into the pits. As it was they recdved 
slight bruises. 

\Vhen the patrol wagons arrived 
those who were severely hurt were car- 
ried out on the stretchers and sent to 
the Baltimore university and city hos- 
pitals. 

The accident will cause a delay of 
several weeka in the work on the buld- 
htgs. >
